The settlement of some private alfairs requiring bis 
Bombay, be retarned to that Presidency on leave, acd on his 
joarney to Porsia, broaght with him many improvements 
ebanical art, as well as an abandance of tools and mater 
the furtherance of the great objoots ia view at the Arsenal of the 
Persian Prince. At lefahaan, he made some etay, in order to instruct 
Topgi Bashi, or Chief of Artillery, at whore residence ia one 
of the ancieot and splendid Palaces of Shah Abbase, in the Chee! 
Sitoon, we passed several days ia bis company, and bed an oppor- 
tusity of seiag-him serroanted by the Heads of all the Departmen's 
orke ia that capital. who came daily to consult him oa points 
of civil and miiitary architeotare, and every thing cownected with 
inechanies, aod who ail admired his uacongecrable pereeverance, 
his patient toil, aad the incxhags ible feriility of bie iaventive 


nproveuaate in coatemplatios, whether in their public dues or 
their private parsaits. 

We learn, however, from the Leiter jast received, that notwith. 
Standiag tie debt of gratitade as well as the large same of pay and 
allowances ia arrear, which the Persian Government eves at that 
time owed to him, he has received a treatment at their hands whiob 

aces the bollow insincerity of their character in the sirongest 
ht. 

“ Siees I bad the pleasare of secing you at Iefabaan, (he says) 
after yoar departare, I proceeded by the way of Hamadan towards 
my ultimate destination. The Governor of that place forcibly de- 
taiced me, kept me aptisoner for three days, took ali my bag- 
gore from me, broke open my chosis, and took from them each 
articles as he thought fit for his purpose to the valae of 2000 rupees, 
ead then permitted me to depart. All the rrmonsifances that 
Captain Willock (the Charge d’Affaire #1 the Persiaa Coort) was 
able to make oo this sabject to the Goverameat of the coustry ob- 
tained me wo redfess Whatever.

Saturday, Oct, 6, 1810.—The young lad Mohammed All, elih 
whose party, my companion, the Derwieh Temael of Baghdad, 
aod myself, had jouracyed thro’ the last day's stage, beea 
brought up evidently with extraordinary tenderness, and was treated 
with correrpondgent respect by hie servants, who gratified all ble 
momentary whims without a mormur, He was now eo fatigued by 
& journey of two or three days, tho’ he rede wpon a pillowed saddle, 
that be was unable to go farther without a day's halt. As he profes. 
sed himeeif extremely pleased with our comoany, and charmed he- 
yood description hy the long storios with which I amused hia on ite 
road respecting the strange customs of the tafidele in Ladia where 
I professed to have been—he begged of us to retard our joatocy a 
day for bis sake. aad promised tu take mo to bie father who Was a 
great man at Isfabeoa, aad who be was sure would be delighiod at 
the frioadehip whieh his soa bad formed for me, aad insist aooa 
my becoming his guest aod remaining with hia for a month of two 
atleast. Larged the importance of my getting to Bushire withia 
a stated time, as the route from thenoe farther oo wae by sen, at 
which the youth expressed creat alarm, aad iaivested me for bis 
cake as well as that of my father and mother, sever to waet mysel 
upon 20 dapgerous o0 clowen'. He gave mo the same of bie 
father, Aswad Uliah Khas, with the place of hie residence in 
Isfahaon, begging me pot to owt calling to sec him on the morrow,

We had now on each side of our road, corn ficlds 
thira = during the present year, some ia aff the frech gr 
early epring others in the mellower matarity of aatama, 
gardens aad trees in great variety and ebeedanee, all watered by 
namerous canals leading in every disootioa, 


The rvined oatekirts of Isfahaan already began to appear, 
aod presented @ melancholy picture of deerrtion and devastation. 
Lone ‘recta avd large beildiogs, the imterior of whieh preserved 
all their original freshness, comeindeed seeming to bave bees ecarce- 
4 evet inhabited, were now abandoned to ater desolation, and were 
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throneh 9 encoession of this rataed scenery, which coald pot be wit- 
wessed without exciting the most powerfal emotions of melancholy. 


The rising sun presented us, however, with o fine aad extensive 
handsoupr, as ite rips gilded the enchanting pictare of the plaje 
of Isfahavo, with ite moantaia boandaries, aad the world of iater- 
esting objeots which they enclosed, contrasting thus the permancnt 
beauties of Nature, with the more agstable works of man. 

Among the peouliar objects which attracted my notice, were 
a sumber of large circular towers, sloping alittie apward from 
the base, and Goished with oraamented tops, ina stile very differeat 
from Saracen, rising in the centre of gardens, and sceming like so 
mang casiies, These I iearat were edifices crected for the resort of 
pigeoes, who were soffered to feed oa the grain, the melons, and the 
fruite in tho ocighbourhood, and te retise to these towers to roost. 
‘The interior of these baildings, as | myself sae, contained some 
haadreds of separaic celle for the bigde, and I was assured that 
they wore cleaned out every ton or twelve days, and the dirt care. 
fally preserved as mauure fer partioular fruits, whea the faitest of 
the birde were taken away for sale, the eggs aod young carefully 
attended to, and the whole managed with great economy and skill, 
These establishments are all private property, and belong to the 
ewneres of the grounds oear, and the basiaces i¢ found to be ao 
exceedingly lucrative one, tho’ there area great namber of these 
opstablishments ia the ncighboarhood of cach other, 


We foued the roads near the city covered with asses, who 
wors laden with the dirt of the highway gatbered up by sea- 
veogers for the use of the gardens near, so that manare ir 
of more thao asnal value hese; indeed where there are three 
orope of grain grown yearly, @ euccession of epring, eammer, 
antamna, and winter fraite kopt ap, a constant supply of manarc 
aod water muat be indispensible ageots in the laboure by which 
this is produced. 

The gaic by which we entered the present restricted city 
of Iefahaon was of very mean appearanne, exceedingly emall, aad 
its passages obstrocted by trains of comels of nearly the same kind 
aod sige as the Arabian onee. There was also creat poverty in ah 
arncot of the few frat sucets thro’ which we passed—tho' the epace 
of wall between the shops wae whitewashed and paiated with the 
most groiesqae firures io combet, ia the chace, al athletic games 
&e. all vesy gaad.ly eolonred and badly drawn. After a few wiad- 
ing passaroa, we came at length, however, to come noble raages of 
barara, wider, more lofty, and botter lighted than any similar places 
that 1 had seen, aad where the shops were iarger and better furnish- 
ed than either ia Cairo or Damu cus, 


We met bere a funeral procession, which wae not of 
‘the aeanl Moslim appedranes, and indeed, I at fret thought it 
to bave been a Christan oer, antil acsered of the contrary. In 
froat of the train came cight of tee persons, bearing coloured 
fligs over their shoulders, aa chaumiog byrmn ; aext fellewed aboot

it was mear evening before we left our quarters at the cara- 
vanserai to follow oar friends to those which they bad prepare’ for 
asat the Palace, We were there lodged ia gorgeously mag uibccat 
halls, with whole esites of rooms, gardens, and delightful wolke 
opens to os on ell sides, aad the pleasure of thie change was still 
aagmenied by intelligent and kind society, and the comforts of 
Womestic life ia a vory high degree.

It was amidst these that @ partyrel vearly three handred le 
had collected into a close cicole round a professed Giorpsdion abe, 
when we first caw him, was declaiming wich all the dignity and 
warmth of the most eloquent aad finished orator. We hali 
withoata murmur from any of oar party, as they seemed to 
this species of exhibition as mach ae we should do the, pleasures 
of thedrama. It migttiteclf indced be walled a dramatic one, for 
although bat on® person appeared oo the stage, there were as 
greata variety of characters porsonated by this one as in 
any of oar best plays. The aubjoet of hic talewas from ware 
of Nadir Shah, more partioularly atthe period that hie arma wore 
directed against Baghdad, and ia it he breathed forth the haughty 
fary of the conquering warrior, trembled im the so ng tone of 
the captive allared by the female voice of love and re, aad dic- 
tated io the fervid strain of remonstrance and reproach. I could 
anderstand this Orator bat imperfectly, and was onwilling at the 
moment to distesb the fixed ationtion of my companions by soli- 
citing their interpretation, bul as far as gestares and attitndes were 
explanatory of the pdasions and incidents on which they were ex- 
ereived, LT certainly bad never yet seen acy thing more complete. 
Barets of laughter, sensations of fear, and sighs of pity rapidly suc- 
ooeded each other in the aadicace, who were at some periods of the 
tale eo silent that the fall of a pin might have been heard. Money 
was thrown jaiothe circle by those whose approbation the Siory 
teller bad strongly won, this was gathered ap by one of the boys who 
eorved the caleeons without charge to those ia listening. sad no 
money wae at any time demanded, though as far as our short stay 
would warrants judgement, I should conceive the gains of this 
popular Orator io be considerable, 


A few paces beyond, we saw another crowd asarmbled 
around a little boy of ten or twelve yeare of age, who was singing 
with the notes of the lark in the clearest and most delighifai 
etraio. As we preagod nearer to observe the youth, all were 
ecomiogly moved to sympathise in hie appareat sofferingr. His 
voice was one of the clearest and most ewedily melodious that 
the most fasiidiows ear could desire, bat the shake of it which 
ebharmed a8 ro moolf at a distance, was oroiaced by quick aod 
violent thrasts of the end of the forrfinger against the wind-~ 
pipe, while from the length of time which some of these notes 
wore held, the boy's face was ewelled to redness, every vein of bis 
throat eeemed ocar to borsting, and hie fine black eyes were swim- 
miog ia agony. and scomiag ready to barst (rom their blaod-siraia- 
ed sockets, Yot with all thie, i: was impossible to wish to inter.

Tt was past noon when we qaitted theese somp'eous halls, whera 
the roles of pleasare and the reiga of iaxory that had once enslaved 
monarchs a0@ po more, had re-assumed their enchantments over ham- 
bier but not less te beioge and the fresh air of an evening ride 
was cought by the Persians as much as a reetorative to exhausted 
natare as a relaxation from more terbolent enjoyments. After going 
throagh some of the cardens near oar owe residence, we directed 
our course towarde Jalfa,the quarter occapied by the Armenians, 
and situated ie the S. W. partof the city. lo our way to this we 
crossed the bed of the Zeinderood River, which was now entirely 
dry. This wantof water was felt as one of the most serious evils 
that had afflicted Isfahaon for many years, and sot only the ap- 
pearances of every thing Was charged thereby, bet a seerci'y and 
dearth of every epecice of provisions had followed, which was fei: by 
almost every clase of the citigens. 


The bridge by which we crossed this river,as well as several 
others thrown over the stream, and seen by as io passing both on 
onr right and lef, was the work of Shah Abbass the Great, to whom 
almost all the improvemen's and embellishments of Irfahave are 
accribed. None of these works are arched in the way that bridges 
esaally are, bat form a sort of elevated road contioord in a strait 
line of a perfect level across the etream. The foeodations and enp- 
port to thie road, however, ere a serice of pointed arches with fine 
pared platforms between them, #0 that while the stream bes free 
paseage throogh the arches and ender the platform, thereis a Give 
promenade on the raised way rumvieg along them.

It waa aboat tea o'tlook when we mbanted atthe rate of oar 
palace, formiag a party of aboat thirty persone, ineiadiag ibe guarde 
who preceded, the Kiags who accompanied, and the servants who 
followed us.
